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Party Hopping Terry | 
Asks For Federalism

Nebraska’s most out-spoken 
legislator spoke before a political 
science course this week. 


Terry Carpenter, state senator 
from Scottsbluff, told students “I 
don’t deal in ordinary things. I 
deal in controversy.” The Ne- 
braska legislator who has 
switched his party affiliation 
from Democrat to Republican 
and back to Democrat predicted 
that in one year there will be 
more troops in Viet Nam than 
there ever were in Korea. 


Political, Accident 
Carpenter’s political life began 
in 1932 when he was elected ‘to 
the ‘House of Representatives. “I 
was-“a ‘political accident. The 


Carpenter . . . outspoken. . 


people couldn’t do any worse so 
they took a chance on me,” the 
politician explained. 


A possible Democratic candi- 
date for governor, Carpenier as- 
serted that the federal govern- 
ment is going to have to take 
over the country in order to save 
itself from itself. Otherwise, he 
believes, the country will fall. 


“We can afford to lose face 
with the Orientals but we cannot 
afford to lose faith with our- 
selves,” the Scottsbluff politician 
contends, In answering the prev- 
alent question of why the Unit- 
ed States doesn’t end the war in 
Viet Nam now, he quipped that 
this country isn’t ready for that 
now. 


Nation of Counterpunchers 

“We are a nation of counter- 
punchers ,.. prone to offer criti- 
cism , . . not based on knowl- 
edge,” Carpenter alleged. Refer- 
ring to critics of ADC (Aid to 
Dependent Children), he won- 
dered if these people wanted to 


stop ADC without regard to the’ 


welfare of the 18 thousand de- 
pendent children on ADC, 


Commenting on socialism in 
the United States, Carpenter stat- 
ed this country has as many fac- 
ets (of socialism) as a diamond 
ring. “In England the industries 


are owned outright by the gov- 
ernment. Here in the United 


States we just tell them how to ° 


operate, This is the beginning of 
complete control . . 
wages on steel, 
copper,” Carpenter concluded. 


He. spoke to Sen. Richard 
Marvel’s State and Local gov- 
ernment class.

Dr. Jack Hill, head of the. de- 
partment of management at the 
University of Omaha, introduced 
resolutions in regard to the 
charges. The conference: 


—deplored an “apparent fail-_ 
ure” on the part of the Nebras- 
ka State Normal Board to im- 
prove, conditions of academic 
freedom in the Nebraska state 
college system. 


—urged all members of the 
academic profession not to seek 
appointment to any institutions 
in the Nebraska State College 
system. It further urged mem- 
bers to decline to make recom- 
mendations for appointments to 
such institutions until the nor- 
mal board takes steps to improve 
conditions of academic freedom. 


—encouraged the members of 
the conference-to--make these 
views known to the national body 
and to consider ways of increas- 
ing the effectiveness of censure 
of institutjons. 


In regard to the firing of Hoff- 
mans, President Milton Hassel of 
Kearney State had stated that he 
was dismissed because he. was 
“inefficient, too often missed as- 
signed classes, disregarded col- 
lege policy and regulations.” He 
added that students had com- 
plained about Hoffmans’ teach- 
ing ability. 

The convention noted that 
politics and foreign, policy did 
not enter into the discussions at 
Kearney. Members of the con- 
vention noted that it was'not the 
firing, but the manner of firing 
that prompted a resolution by 
the association. Said resolution 
stated that Hoffmans was: dis- 
missed from the faculty contrary 
to what the association called 
“the accepted principles of aca~- 
demic due processes and to the 
best interests of higher educa- 
tion.”

The study was made by a de- 
partment head who wishes to re- 
main anonymous until University 
officials act on his proposal. 

Omit Non-Achievers 

One possible solution for the 
crowded classrooms at OU is to 
get rid of non-achievers. 

Who is a non-achiever? He is 
a person who goofs again on his 
second time around after suspen- 
sion. ‘ 

The study shows more specific- 
ally that he is a person who has 
attempted 14 credit hours or less 
and accumulated a .60 grade 
point before entering the Uni- 
versity. 

This person, of . course, has 
been suspended by OU or an- 
other university.

The study 
shows he did not do much better 
or even did worse his second 
time, 
Grades Below .60 
Thirty-nine persons covered in 
the study had a grade point be- 


low .60 upon re-admittance or’ 


transfer to the University. Only 
one is still in college and is mak- 


ing “marginally satisfactory pro-: 


gress,” according to his counselor. 


On the other hand, the student 
with a little higher grade point 
tended to remain in college. 
‘Twenty-one students in this study 
had grade points between 1.60 
to 1.99. Although suspended 
once, 19 are continuing satisfac- 
torily in a four-year college pro- 
gram. , 

At present, OU re-admits vir- 
tually anyone wishing to. return 
to college after suspension. How- 
ever, this study may result in a 
re-evaluation of the current sys- 
tem.

To Use Guidance Program 


All OU students, particularly 
freshman, are advised by aca- 
demic testing and counseling di- 


rector Dr. Gale Oleson to make’ 


full use of his department this 
semester. 


The department, which is lo-. 


cated in’ Adm. 213, offers’ coun- 
scling about educational progress, 
occupations and careers and oth- 
er personal conccrns. 


Dr. Oleson and his staff are 
ready’ to provide students with a 
complete vocational-educational 
guidance program to those who 
haven't yet decided on a specific 
field of study. Assistance is also 
available in choosing a career or 
to those who have a problem of 
adjusting to college. 


“T don’t think many of the 
students here really know what 
facilities are available to them 
for the asking,” said Dr. Oleson. 
“A student may come in any time 


voluntarily or may be referred by 
friends or ‘faculty or staff mem- 
bers.” 


Added Dr. Oleson, “One of 
our most important jobs here is 
to guide the student into a spe- 
cific field of study. About half 
of the students at the University 
today don’t know what field they 
wish to pursue, and many of 
them are taking courses that they 
shouldn’t be taking.” 


“We always encourage the 
freshmen to see us as soon as 
possible if problems develop,” 
continued Dr. Oleson,. “but the 
thing is that we don’t usually 
hear from them until they are 
sophomores or juniors, which 
makes it difficult to change fields 
of study. 


“Many seniors also come into 
our office, not yet knowing where 
they’re going, but it’s a little too 
late in the game for them.”

Dr. Kennedy said that Sadler is 
well qualified for the position be- 
cause of his work in the student 
teaching program. He said the 


fact that the Metropolitan Coun-' 


cil on Teacher Education elected 
Sadler chairman is also a good 
appraisal of Sadler’s qualification 
for the position, 

Other Activities 

Dr. Kennedy is leaving the 
position because other activities 
require too much of his time. The 
College of Teacher Education is 
involved in programs resulting 
from legislation such as. the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act. It is also involved with 
in-service education programs for 
teachers inthe public schools. 

Dr. Kennedy is also working 
with department heads to draw 
up program revisions in 26 dil- 
ferent teaching fields. He said 
that more work has to be done. 
with graduate level programs, an- 
ticipating programs that will be 
appropriate for persons wishing 
to continue their study in the cd- 
ucation field. 

Full-Time Job 

“Since student teaching is an 
important part of the education 
program, it takes a great deal of 
concentrated attention,” = Dr. 
Kennedy said. He said that there 
must be someone available when- 
ever the school administrators 
wish to sec hin. 

“Tt is necessary, too, that some- 
one be there to visit with the 
student teachers when they need 
to discuss something,” he said. 
The secondary student teacher 
program has grown from 28 stu- 


dent teachers when Dr. Kennedy 
came here in 1955, to 98 student 
teachers in the program this: se- 
mester. Next semester over 100 


student teachers are expected in 
the secondary program.
